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Police chiefs: Funding 
has hit 'tipping point’

THE top brass at Avon and 
Somerset Police have said 
that the constabulary is fac¬ 
ing a tipping point due to fi¬ 
nancial constraints, which 
could see reverberations felt 
throughout community poli¬ 
cing. 

In a letter and report sent to 
Policing and Fire Service Minister 
Nick Hurd, Police and Crime Com¬ 
missioner Sue Mountstevens and 
Chief Constable Andy Marsh laid 
out some of their issues. 

The force has repeatedly been 
recognised by HMIC as outstand¬ 
ing in driving efficiency and man¬ 
aging demand and the report sent 
to Mr Hurd explained: “We have 
achieved this by successfully 
transforming and innovating to 
manage the substantial funding 
reductions faced by police and 
other sectors. 

“Despite a strict curb on pay in¬ 
creases, police officers and staff 
have shown tremendous resilie¬ 
nce, professionalism and commit¬ 
ment, carrying out some of the 
toughest jobs in increasingly diffi¬ 
cult circumstances. But we now 
face a tipping point. 

“We cannot sustain further fund¬ 
ing cuts without extremely seri¬ 
ous consequences.” 

Since the Government’s first 
comprehensive spending review 
in 2010, policing in Avon and Som¬ 
erset has been hit hard with sav¬ 
ings of £65 million and 655 fewer 
police officers. 

Police in Avon and Somerset will 
have to find a further £17 million 
by 2021/22 to balance their budget 
going forward. 


At the same time, the demand 
faced is increasing and growing in 
complexity. The threats of extrem¬ 
ism, globalisation, organised cri¬ 
me and drugs, exploitation and 
abuse are less visible to communi¬ 
ties, but if they aren’t tackled ef¬ 
fectively, the police say the impact 
would be substantial. 

Mental health and missing peo¬ 
ple account for a considerable 
amount of police time; last year 
Avon and Somerset Police spent 
over 50,000 hours on this alone. 

Chief Constable Andy Marsh 
said: “The challenging and tragic 
incidents of the last few weeks are 
a tangible demonstration of the 
stretch we are facing. 

“Our staff have risen to the chal¬ 
lenge to keep people safe, reas¬ 
sured and comforted with human¬ 
ity, empathy and professionalism 
in very difficult circumstances. 

“But our continuing ability to 
safeguard communities, protect 
the vulnerable and manage major 
incidents of this kind is being 
severely tested. It’s simply not sus¬ 


tainable. 

“The human impact is very con¬ 
cerning. The prevalence of police 
officer and staff absence linked to 
mental health is increasing, an¬ 
nual pay awards have been capped 
for many years and the cumula¬ 
tive effect of this and restrained 
pay is having an impact on re¬ 
cruitment in forces up and down 
the country. 

“In times of rising costs, in¬ 
creased pressure and minimal pay 
increases, vocation is no longer al¬ 
ways enough. 

“We’ve reached a tipping point. 
There are serious choices to be 
made and we don’t believe we can 
or should make those alone. 

“We believe the time has come 
for others to share the risk, and 
budget decisions and future 
choices about funding should be 
made in the full knowledge of 
what they are.” 

Police and Crime Commissioner 
Sue Mountstevens said: “We have 
reached the point where enough is 
enough and policing in Avon and 


Somerset cannot be stretched any 
further. 

“With yet another terror attack 
on the country’s capital recently, 
the reverberations felt locally con¬ 
tinue to test all those responsible 
for ensuring the continued safety 
of our local communities. 

“We need investment in policing, 
funding to strengthen our neigh¬ 
bourhood policing teams in order 
to focus on prevention, tackling 
terrorism before it happens. 

“When the Government say 
there is ‘extra policing on the 
ground’ this does not mean we are 
magically given additional offi¬ 
cers to increase our numbers. 

“What this means is we are 
forced to ask officers, PCSOs, staff 
and volunteers, who are already 
working hard, to do even more; ex¬ 
tending their shifts, adding to 
their tasks and increasing their 
workload. 

“I’m supportive of the recent an¬ 
nouncement of a rise in public sec¬ 
tor pay; however, without the 
Government providing any addi¬ 
tional finance, this causes even 
more significant strain to our 
stretched budget. 

“We estimate this will cost ap¬ 
proximately £l.lm and without 
better real-terms funding protec¬ 
tion from the Government, this is 
more money we have to find. 

“The Chief Constable and I are 
already making some difficult 
choices locally based on our reduc¬ 
ing budgets, lack of funding and 
investment and diminishing re¬ 
sources. 

“It’s important that the Govern¬ 
ment know what we face locally 
and understand the consequences 
of our current situation and the 
implications on the service we are 
able to deliver as a result.”

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EU grant boost for Devon start-ups 


DEVON County Council has received more 
than £1,050,000 from the European Regional De¬ 
velopment Fund (ERDF) to increase the num¬ 
ber of social enterprise start-ups and to support 
the growth of existing ones. 

The council is the lead authority for the En¬ 
hance Social Enterprise Project, which will be 
rolled out throughout the Heart of the South 
West (HotSW) Local Enterprise Partnership 
area (Devon and Somerset). 

Existing social enterprises will be supported 
to develop and launch new products and serv¬ 
ices as well as entering new markets. 

There will also be support for voluntary and 
community sector groups that want to transi¬ 


tion into trading social enterprises, as well as 
budding social entrepreneurs in need of help to 
develop their ideas to start trading. 

The programme involves a minimum of 12 
hours of tailored business support. 

A HotSW social enterprise survey last year 
found that the sector is growing in the region. 

There are over 1,000 social enterprises in the 
LEP area with a combined turnover estimated 
at around £1.5 billion. 

The number of people employed in the social 
enterprise sector in the HotSW LEP area is es¬ 
timated to be 32,700 with at least as many vol¬ 
unteers also active. 

While 80 per cent of social enterprises plan to 


develop new products or services and 66 per 
cent plan to increase their turnover by exploit¬ 
ing new markets, they have identified a num¬ 
ber of support needs, including developing and 
introducing new products and services, meas¬ 
uring social value, and marketing and commu¬ 
nications.

HAM Hill Countryside Rangers have pleaded with 
the public to keep control of their dogs following 
a nasty incident at the country park recently. 

The rangers at the park, near Yeovil, spent a 
morning last week trying to capture and contain 
a grey and white greyhound that spent two hours 
chasing and mauling the grazing sheep in the flat 
fields at Ham Hill Country Park. 

The dog was running amok among the flock 
and is known to have injured at least two of the 
grazing ewes, but the number is expected to rise 
once the shepherd has checked his flock. 

At the time of the attack, the farmer was called 
and asked to attend, as catching the dog was 
proving impossible and the last resort was for it 
to be shot. 

The greyhound eventually made away towards 
the car parks and rangers are led to believe that 
the dog was caught by its owner and quickly 
loaded into a vehicle and driven swiftly away. 

South Somerset District Council is appealing 
for any witnesses to come forward following the 
attack and a spokesman said: "Did you see the 
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Volunteers needed in our Cats Protection 
shop in Honiton, for sorting out clothing 
and other donated goods

dog owner, or the vehicle and its registration 
plate? We need to speak to the owner about this 
incident; it was very serious and almost resulted 
in their pet being shot. 

"The dog eventually made off in a different di¬ 
rection but the owner still has a responsibility to 
compensate our farmer for his coming vet bills." 

Councillor Sylvia Seal, Portfolio Holder for 
Countryside, added: "Signs are always erected 
on the gateways advising the walking public 
when livestock are in place, so please make sure 
your dogs are on a lead and under control. 

"The district council and farmer are prepared 
to take the strongest course of action if an out of 
control dog is caught worrying sheep. 

"If you are witness to such an incident please 
do call the farmer or ranger teams; the mobile 
numbers are on the gateway posters. 

"A dog attack is very traumatic for the whole 
flock. Sheep have been known to die simply from 
shock, although usually the wounds inflicted by 
just one dog bite are sufficient to kill." 

"Under the Dogs (Protection of Livestock) Act 
1953, it is an offence to allow a dog to worry (at¬ 
tack and chase) livestock on agricultural land. 

The offence is enforced by the Police and could 
result in a fine."

Work gets under way on new 
East Devon District Council HQ 


CONSTRUCTION of 
East Devon District 
Council’s new head¬ 
quarters in Honiton 
is progressing well 
with groundwork 
completed and the 
building foundations 
under way. 

The council is ex¬ 
pected to be working 
in the new premises 
by December 2018 and 
contractors, Inter¬ 
serve Construction 
Ltd, are on schedule 


to complete on time. 

The new offices are 
designed for flexible 
modern ways of work¬ 
ing and will accom¬ 
modate the central 
services of the coun¬ 
cil and provide the 
breadth of public ser¬ 
vices as well. 

The building will be 
fully accessible as 
well as energy effi¬ 
cient. 

A new council 
chamber and meeting 


rooms will have up-to- 
date audio visual fa¬ 
cilities for councill¬ 
ors, officers and the 
public to use. 

Visually, the build¬ 
ing will be contempo¬ 
rary in shape with 
more traditional ele¬ 
ments of pitched roofs 
and brickwork. 

The headquarters 
are sited alongside 
the council’s well 
used business centre, 
ensuring that it will 
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be part of a service 
hub for residents and 
business community 
alike. 

Cllr Paul Diviani, 
leader of the council, 
viewed the construc¬ 
tion last week along 
with deputy Leader 
Cllr Phil Twiss. 

Cllr Diviani said: 
“As promised, we are 
delivering on our 
commitment to East 
Devon residents and 
businesses to provide 
a new headquarters 
in the heart of the dis¬ 
trict that will be cost 
effective, well de¬ 
signed and ensures 
the council is fit for 
the future.” 

Along with the con¬ 


struction work in 
Honiton, the council 
is currently investing 
in the modernisation 
of Exmouth Town 
Hall to provide future 
council services and 
the building is ex¬ 
pected to reopen in 
November. 

Once the move to 
Honiton is complete, 
the council say they 
will have a strong 
presence in its two 
largest towns making 
its services even more 
accessible to its resi¬ 
dents. 

Earlier this year the 
council decided that 
its relocation to Honi¬ 
ton could go ahead in 
the expectation of fu¬ 


ture sale of East 
Devon’s current office 
site at Knowle in Sid- 
mouth, which is own¬ 
ed outright by the 
local authority. 

Knowle’s sale and ul¬ 
timate redevelopment 
will still take place in 
the future and the cap¬ 
ital receipt will then 
be secured to part 
fund the relocation 
which will cost 
£10,361,000 in total.

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i How to Grow 3 of the Best Bushes for Berries i 


By Hannah Stephenson, Press Association 


1. Guelder rose 
(Viburnum opulus) 

Try this tall native quick-growing 
deciduous shrub with lobed 
leaves, reminiscent of an acer, 
with good autumn colour and 
masses of translucent red 
berries following white summer 
flowers. A particularly lovely yel¬ 
low form is also available (Vibur¬ 
num opulus 'Xanthocarpum'). 
Berries hang for weeks but are 
eventually consumed by birds. 
It's not fussy about soil or site 
and can even tolerate shade, 
and works as a stand-alone 
shrub, or in groups, or as part of 
a lightly pruned informal native 
hedge. 

2. Clerodendrum 
trichotomum var. fargesii 

This moderately fast-growing 
medium-to-large deciduous 
shrub producessweet-smelling 
white summer flowers followed 
by the startlingly turquoise 
berries, encased in a red ear-like 
calyces. There is even a varie¬ 


gated cultivar: Clerodendrum 
trichotomum var. fargesii 'Carni¬ 
val'. Any soil suits clerodendrum 
except the driest ones, but it 
does need at least partial sun. 
Suckers (shoots from the roots) 
often form, which can be dug up 
and given to gardening friends. 

3. Skimmia japonica 

These slow-growing evergreen 
medium-size shrubs are widely 
sold in autumn as they are par¬ 
ticularly valuable in winter bed¬ 
ding and container displays. 
Male and female plants are sep¬ 
arate, so a female and a male 
plant is required although 
hermaphrodites are offered. 
Skimmia japonica 'Nymans' car¬ 
ries abundant red berries that 
last deep into winter. Skimmia 
japonica 'Rubella' is a widely 
sold male with bright red flower 
buds. Moist soils or potting 
composts suit them well and 
they prefer shade to hot places 
and especially relish shady patio 
containers.

Common back pain myths 

TO MARK BackCare Awareness Week 
(2nd - 6th October) local British Chiropractic 
Association clinics have revealed the 
surprising myths chiropractors have heard 
from their patients about what causes their 
back pain and the best way to treat it. 

Common misconceptions about back pain 
include thinking a slipped disc means the 
disc has actually ‘slipped’ out of the spine 
and that you should always rest a bad back. 
Hanging off a doorframe and even applying 
WD40 are some of the strange back pain 
cures chiropractors across the country have 
heard from their patients. 

According to the BCA at least two-thirds of 
people in the South-West either suffer of have 
suffered from back or neck pain, with over a 
quarter suffering every day. 

Local chiropractor, Martin Young says, 
Back pain is very common and if people don’t 
know enough about what causes it or how 
best to treat it they could delay their 
recovery or do themselves more damage. 
Whilst odd home cures sound like funny 
stories, there is a really serious message 
here: many people think you should stop 
being active if you’re suffering from back 


pain, whereas for most people continuing 
moderate exercise could be beneficial.” 

Other myths and misconceptions revealed 
include using heat pads on inflamed joints; 
wearing back braces or neck collars; sleeping 
on the floor; and performing inappropriate 
exercises. 

Dr Young continues: “There are, however, 
plenty of simple and safe things we can all do 
to help look after our back health. These are 
my top tips: 

• Get up, stand up. Inactivity is a leading 
cause of back pain. If you spend most of your 
day sitting make sure that you take regular 
breaks, ideally every 20-30 minutes. Stand up 
to stretch, change position and walk around 
a little. 

• Stretch it out. If you struggle to get away 
from your seat at work, simple activities 
such as stretching and shoulder shrugging 
and even simply fidgeting in your seat can all 
help to keep the joints and muscles in your 
back moving. 

• Keep moving. Exercise is key to a healthy 
back, however you don’t need to embark on 
any extreme fitness regimes. Adding just a 
few extra minutes of walking a day can have 
a huge impact on your posture. 

• Straighten Up. Try incorporating some

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simple exercises into your daily routine. The 
British Chiropractic Association has 
developed - bit.ly/straightenupuk - a series of 
simple exercises designed to improve 
posture and help prevent back pain by 
promoting balance, strength and flexibility 
in the spine. 

• Perfect your posture. Paying close 
attention to your posture can help you 
recognise back or neck pain triggers. People 
who want to improve their posture should 
try imagining they have a plumb line 
hanging straight from their ears to ankles - 
with everything in the middle sitting on the 
same line. One way to do this is to try 
standing in a relaxed way and then gently 
contracting the abdominal muscles.

FROM boosting creativity to reducing low mood, is there anything a feel-good tune can’t do? Most people 
spend a large part of their day listening to music.

The study saw 155 participants being asked to assess their current 
mood, before being split into five groups. One group did not listen to music, and the remaining four groups 
listened to music of varying ’arousal’ levels. The participants then completed a range of tasks intended to test 
their levels of creative thinking - and those listening to ’happy music’ were found to have increased creativity. 
But music can do a lot more than just make you more creative. Here are five other amazing things you didn’t 
know music could do for your mind, mood and wellbeing.

1. Help you exercise 

Most people would find going for a run without music 
boring, but they might not know they would also find it 
physically harder. Music has been proven to have the abil¬ 
ity to synchronize the rhythm and movement of those ex¬ 
ercising, distract them from fatigue, and aid with muscle 
memory. 

The impact of music is so significant that in 2007 USA 
Track & Field, the national governing body for distance 
racing in the United States, banned the use of portable 
music players by athletes to "ensure safety and to prevent 
runners from having a competitive edge." 

While this might seem extreme, Costas Karageorghis, a 
leading expert on the psychology of exercise based at 
London's Brunei University, argues music is "a type of 
legal performance-enhancing drug." 

2. Make you smarter 

The positive impact listening to music can have on 
somebody's ability to study are long known, and the term 
the 'Mozart effect' has made its way into popular usage. 

The term comes from a 1993 study which purported that 
participants who listened to Mozart, as opposed to silence 
or verbal relaxation instructions, scored higher marks in 
spatial-reasoning tasks in an IQ test. There was no long¬ 
term impact on IQ points however - but if that's what 
you're after, learning to play music yourself, rather than 
just listening to it, might help. 

Lutz Janclce, a psychologist at the University of Zurich, 
has said that: "Learning to play a musical instrument has 
definite benefits and can increase IQ by seven points, in 
both children and adults." 

3. Jog your memories 

There's a reason why music is sometimes used as a form 
of therapy, particularly in care homes and for people with 
memory problems. For instance, Alzheimer's Society offer 


a service called 'Singing for the Brain', which they say 
'gives challenges to the brain' and 'helps concentration' in 
people with memory problems. 

Ming Hung Hsu, chief music therapist for the charity 
MHA, which provides music therapy in their 54 care 
homes with designated dementia care, says this therapy 
"does help dementia sufferers retrieve certain types of 
memory, like long-term memory, autobiographical mem¬ 
ory perhaps about their wedding day or significant days 
in the lives. It provides stimulation so they can still get 
hold of some memories." 

4. Make you happier 

Listening to music you like causes your brain to release 
dopamine (which sends signals to the parts of your brain 
associated with reward and pleasure) and suppress corti¬ 
sol (the 'stress hormone'). 

Dr Dan Robertson, a medical officer at Push Doctor, says: 
"This will work with any of your favourite songs - even sad 
ones will produce the desired effect." This means listening 
to music is directly linked to lowered stress levels and 
heightened levels of happiness. 

5. Help manage pain 

Research by Brunei University and Queen Mary Univer¬ 
sity found that listening to music before, during, or after 
surgery leaves patients needing less pain medication than 
those who have not listened to music. 

Dr Paul Glasziou, of Bond University in Queensland, goes 
so far as saying that "a drug with similar effects might gen¬ 
erate substantial marketing." 

Child and adolescent counsellor, Deborah Pearce, says: 
"Music is effective in pain relief as it has the ability to relax 
the mind and body. Recently, a client of mine was anxious 
and worried about having a tooth extraction. We worked 
together to find a suitable piece of music she could listen 
to beforehand."

ANXIETY and stress can often create 
symptoms that in time cause illness. 
Anxiety is known to produce noticeable 
physical symptoms, such as rapid 
heartbeat, high blood pressure, and 
digestive problems.

By remaining present in the moment 
aware of the breath and the body, 
individuals can learn that the anxiety they 
experience is merely a reaction to 
thoughts. By positively responding to 
threatening events instead of being 
reactive they can overcome an mistaken 
stress fight-or-flight response, and take 
control of their life.

We just had our first big fight. 

Now what?

The Eskies bring new album tour to Taunton

‘AND Don't Spare The Horses' 
is a dynamic journey through 
the ever-expanding world of 
The Eskies. 

Melodramatic tales of woe, 
betrayal, conflict, upheaval, 
rebellion, love, loss, fear and 
anger all wrapped in tongue- 
in-cheek irreverence and self- 
deprecation occasionally 
giving way to a flurry of tri¬ 
umphalism or whisper of in¬ 
trospection. 

This is the bands second 
album after their critically ac¬ 
claimed 2015 release 'After The 
Sherry Went Round' and leaps 
from genres as vast and varied 
as Folk, Klezmar and Yiddish 
to Rock, Swing and Blues and 
much in between. 

The elapsing two years since 
their maiden voyage into the 
world of long playing records 
have seen The Eskies tour in 
ten different countries, playing 
mainstage slots at both Glaston¬ 
bury (Field Of Avalon) and 
Cambridge Folk Festival, ap¬ 
pearing on RTE's Saturday 
Night Show, BBC Radio 4's 
‘Loose Ends’ with Clive Ander¬ 
son and BBC Radio 3's 'Essen¬ 
tial Classics’. 


Renowned for their raucous 
live shows and fiercely pas¬ 
sionate support; The Eskies 
took to the Orphan Studios, 
Dublin in early 2017, under the 
watchful gaze of 'Captain' 
Gavin Glass to document the 
last year and a half of their 
musical meanderings. 

The challenge, it would seem, 
would be to capture the infa¬ 
mous energy of their live 
shows (and they have certainly 
done that much) but perhaps 
what those of you who are fa¬ 
miliar with The Eskies music 
may not have anticipated is the 
band taking time to showcase 
the range of dynamics they 
have at their disposal. 

Whereas 2015's ‘After The 
Sherry Went Round' garnered 
praise for having "enough in¬ 
herent energy to charge a 
power plant” (The Irish 
Times); ‘And Don't Spare The 
Horses’ also showcases new di¬ 
mensions to the bands sound 
while still further demonstrat¬ 
ing their penchant for all 
things dance-worthy. 

'Building Up Walls' begins 
with a low drawl, close and 
quiet, before erupting into an 


anthemic refrain. The quiet 
tension of the beginning giv¬ 
ing way to the bitter-sweet, tri¬ 
umphant climax. 

'Hail, Hail' is a Poe-esque 
lament for a long lost love set 
against the backdrop of a sea- 
soaked spaghetti western 
soundscape of sorts. 

‘Death To The Sentry’ is 
probably the purest folk song 
on the album, complete with 
haunting four part harmonies 
and channels Seigfried Sas¬ 
soon and Wilfried Owen in a 
tale of the horrors of war, 
dread and the longing for 
home. 

Contrast all of this with the 
breakneck speed of'Napoleon', 
the fist pumping chorus that 
explodes out of the menacing 
groove in Tm Not Sorry', the 
Mardi Gras feel of'Shame' and 
the exuberance of the album's 
opening track 'All Good Men' 
(which sounds something like 
Louis Prima having an exis¬ 
tential crisis) and you've got a 
truly vast and varied record in 
The Eskies second offering.” 

The Eskies play at the 
Winchester Arms, Taunton on 
Sunday, October 8th.

SHEELANAGIG have become some¬ 
thing of a West Country institution for 
the past decade. A quintet with a well- 
stocked armoury of stringed instru¬ 
ments - guitar, fiddle, double bass - 
and a bagful of joint-jumping tunes, 
these boys sure know how to get a 
party started. 

Putting both groove and stomp into 
a selection of traditional and original 
European folk music dating from the 
medieval times to present day, it's dif¬ 
ficult - nay, impossible - for your 
limbs to remain stationary when 
you're within earshot of them in full 
flight. The fact that they've often 
played with a knowing wink shouldn't 
obscure their impeccable 
technique, virtuoso-stan¬ 
dard ability that raises 
the roof in every place 
they play. Expect fun, a 
lot of laughs and some 
great music 

Formed 12 years ago at Darting- 
ton College of Arts in Devon, since 
they have performed extensively 
across the UK and Europe playing 
all sorts of venues from music 
clubs to theatres and from free 
street carnivals to major festivals 
like Beautiful Days, Glastonbury 
and Womad to name a few. 

The five members bring a vari¬ 
ety of musical backgrounds to 
the band which adds to the 
unique flavor of the sound. Vio¬ 
linist Aaron Catlow has been 
touring most of his life with vari¬ 
ous acts including medieval 


troubadours Peascod and Irish revel¬ 
ers Mad Dog Mcrea. Flautist, Luke 
Phillips-Griffiths graduated from the 
respected folk degree course at the 
sage in Newcastle. Drummer, John 
Blakeley's passion lies in Afro beat 
and Latin and plays with Bristol super 
group No Go Stop. Guitarist Kit 
Hawes performed in Bristol's invisible 
circus house band and is an outstand¬ 
ing solo folk performer. Bassist John 
Short has a background of rock and 
jazz and tours the world with Fado 


performer Claudia Aurora. 

There are many influences within 
the band but that unites everybody, 
but passion for creating fantastic 
music that is not only great to listen 
to, but is also an energetic and enter¬ 
taining experience when seen live is 
of the utmost.

On Saturday 14th October, we at The David Hall - and many 
others - will be in thoughtful and reflective mood as we were really 
looking forward to welcoming one of our favourites - Vin Garbutt. 
Sadly, Vin died in June and he will be missed by all Folk music 
lovers throughout the country. RIP, Vin. 

One of Folk music’s greatest innovators - Martin Carthy - will 
be with us on Saturday 21st. For more than 40 years Martin has 
been one of the best-loved, most enthusiastic and at times, quietly 
controversial, figures. In the history of Folk music, Martin is one 
of the 'true greats'. He has become a legend and this is a gig that 
should not be missed! 

Nancy Kerr has performed for us many times but Saturday 28th 
October will be her first performance with The Sweet Visitor 
Band. This show promises to challenge, inspire and confront in 
equal measure. It is jovial, boisterous and, at times, a dulcet call 
to arms. To get this five-piece band to perform for us is a real coup 
and a large audience is expected. 

Music for the month ends in a Classical vein when, at 3pm on 
Sunday 29th, the Divertimento String Quartet perform. They will 
play compositions by many different composers, including 
Beethoven and Ravel.

5 TIPS FOR PAINTING WOODWORK 


By Julia Gray, Press Association 


FILLING, sanding, cleaning - it might 
be boring work, but thorough prep is 
essential for a fabulous finish 

1. One of the basic rules of DIY is prep, 
prep and more prep - thorough prepara¬ 
tion is vital to get a good finish. It's often 
boring, hard work and time consuming, 
especially with woodwork, but worth it. 
Before you paint, prep typically involves 
filling, sanding and cleaning off, and 
sometimes repeating the process until the 
surface is in tip-top condition. It's often 
easier to see what needs to be filled after 
applying a coat of paint, so it's not always 
possible to do all the prep in one go. For 
walls and ceilings, different fillers are 
needed for different jobs. Other times, 
you'll need a heavy filler with body that 
can be used on different surfaces - indoor 
plaster, stone, concrete and wood - up to 
20mm deep. 



2. Priming is also key to getting a good, 
long-lasting finish. Applying a primer or 
primer/undercoat ensures your topcoat 
will adhere to the surface better. For ex¬ 
ample, shiny surfaces usually have to be 
sanded, cleaned off and painted with a 
suitable primer to make the surface matt. 
Priming can also seal surfaces and make 
them less porous; new plaster is really ab¬ 
sorbent, so always seal it before painting, 
wallpapering or tiling it. Another reason 
to prime is to provide better coverage. If 
you're painting over a dark emulsion with 
a pale one, it pays to use a basecoat emul¬ 
sion first. Getting solid colour with white 
water-based wood paints is a problem be¬ 
cause they don't generally cover well, but 
a good primer will.

3. You won't get a good finish without 
using decent paint rollers and 
brushes.There's nothing worse than ones 
that shed fibres and bristles, or leave lots 
of roller and brush marks, and for this 
reason, cheap rollers and brushes can be 
a false economy. 

4. Worklights can also help achieve a good 
finish, especially now it's getting dark ear¬ 
lier. While you should ideally prep and 
decorate in good natural light, worklights 
are fantastic for illuminating a room 
when it's gloomy, and because they're on 
a tripod, they're fully adjustable, so you 
can get light where you need it. The down¬ 
side? Worklights can show up things you 
can't see in natural or normal artificial 
light, resulting in unnecessary prep; an¬ 
gling the light away from what you're 
working on works best. 

5. The best way to get a good finish with 
wooden or laminate flooring is to remove 
skirting boards and replace them (or fit 
new ones), so they cover the expansion 
gap around the edge of the flooring. If this 
isn't practical, fit matching wooden scotia 
beading over the expansion gap. The easi¬ 
est way to fix it is with a nail gun, which 
is much quicker and easier than hammer¬ 
ing in panel pins.

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Subaru Forester gets even safer with eyesight 


SUBARU Forester has been up¬ 
dated in time for winter with the 
addition of EyeSight, Subaru’s ad¬ 
vanced driver assist technology, 
fitted as standard equipment. 

EyeSight acts as a second pair 
of eyes for the driver and depend¬ 
ing on the vehicle’s speed, can 
completely avoid and signifi¬ 
cantly reduce the severity of ac¬ 
cidents at high speed. 

With safety one of the main ob¬ 
jectives, EyeSight was also devel¬ 
oped to lower carbon emissions 
by reducing incident congestion 
and subsequently lower the eco¬ 
nomic effects of sitting in traffic. 

EyeSight has two stereo cam¬ 
eras, mounted on each side of the 
rear-view mirror, and they use 
image recognition to capture 
three-dimensional colour images 
with clinical precisions. The 


technology can distinguish vehi¬ 
cles, motorbikes, bicycles, pedes¬ 
trians, lane markings and road 
furniture and can differentiate 
between these and determine the 
general traffic conditions. 

With an emphasis on real-world 
tests and evaluations, EyeSight 
has been developed to corre¬ 
spond exclusively to the individ¬ 
ual country’s traffic conditions. 

In total EyeSight uses six tech¬ 
nologies to maximise safety in¬ 
cluding Adaptive Cruise Control, 
Pre-Collision Braking, Pre-Colli¬ 
sion Throttle Management, Lane 
Departure and Sway Warning, 
Lane Keep Assist and Lead Vehi¬ 
cle Start Alert. 

The institute for Traffic Accident 
Research and Data Analysis in 
Japan produced a study of Subaru 
vehicles involved in accidents be¬ 


tween 2010 and 2014. It found that 
there were 61% fewer accidents in¬ 
volving EyeSight equipped cars 
compared to those without. 

Globally, the milestone of 
one million EyeSight-equipped 
vehicles on the road was hit back 
in 2016. 


In the UK, Forester is the third 
model in the range to be fitted 
with EyeSight.

CHARD ROAD RUNNERS were out in 
more numbers this weekend and defi¬ 
nitely ticked off the miles with a sting 
in the tail. 

A trip down to West Fleet, Nr Wey¬ 
mouth was the first outing for CRR’s in 
the Hero’s Challenge Marathon a hilly
